Dr. Thompson trjly says, "Even if the bal- 


lot-box could raise woman politically, the na- 
tion can not so ifford lo degrade Ils men by di- 
vesting them ot the sentiments of honor, of 
loyalty—in a word, of chivaliy—:tnd arraying 


can not ho|« to act for herself in public life, and 
still receive the honorable consideration now 
accorded to the delicacy ofheraex. She must 
choose between the two, uud if she, shall elect 
the latter sbo w ill inevitably find that in what- 
soever direction she forces herself outside the 
sphere of delicate and chivalrous regard into 
tbe contention uf numbers she is taking a step 
toward her own degradation. If she can brave 
tho opprobrium, society can not risk the conse- 
quences." 


It is ulso assumed that woman will biing to 


the polls a soothing element, and improve 
the moral resulls of elections. O.i the contra- 
ry, her greater Intensity of feeling for persons 
would bring a keener acrimony into our politi- 
cal campaigns. We can not forget how the 
women of the South incited the rebellion and 
inflamed its haired and atrocity ; nor that wo- 
men produced Ihe worst monstiusities of the 
French Revolution ; nor can wo shut our eyes 
to the fact that in greal cities the Bridgets 
would roll up the majorities of the demagogues 
and that Washington would havo its Maiute- 
nons and Pomp idours lo add their intrigues to 
its political con uption. But the calamity to be 
shunned Is Hint men ceasing to respecl and 
honor women in their prerogative of influence 
shall fear or court them as an eleuient of nu- 
merical power; for when the spirit of chivalry 
with its generous loyalty to sex is gone, the 
glory of th» Republic will be ext:nguishcd for- 
ever. Let us by no means place woman 
where she shall cease to be the object of aflec- 
tion and become tha instrument of policy and 
passion. She has a sphere—a g-a'id mission iu 
life—hut that as in the beg'nning so in tbe 
time to como will be closely allied to the high- 
est good of society in the perpetuation and 
education of the family.

EDITORS BECE£ATING AMONG THE 


MOUNTAINS. 


What They Snw-Wlmt They Dld-AnU 


How Tbey Were Impromod. 


EDITOII GA/ETIK:—My former brief com- 


munication infi>rmL"l you of the arrival of the 
editorial excursion at Cresson, and left an im- 
pression that somebody was not averse to get- 
ting liis sui'pei as soon as conv nienl, and if 
tlm titncfjiiifuu .Jiil ,mr pi-ovo 6uw putvirrfUI, a 
full description of the excursion \vas promised. 
Wel!nthe i-uoiq litoes, although h.rge ones, are 
not very troublesome, aud beskl^, they freeze 
every night, the weather is so cool, so there is 
no reason why the description should not be 
written. The members of the association, from 
the eastern part of tbe State, met at Harris- 
burg, on Moudny, and were quartered al lie 
Lochlcl House until the next morning, and 
although it rained hard when the lime arrived 
for the departua, nobody was sorry lo go, for 
another (Jay's stay at Ihe Lochiel would have 
demoralized Ike whole party, il was so hot, un- 
comfortable, and lait, but not least, abounded 
with most unsavory odors, which one imag- 
ined even permeated the food; yet this hotel is 
said to be the best in Harrisburg. What then 
must be the worst ? To Uresson from Harris- 
burg is a distance of about 150 miles, and as 
the scenery that, borders tho Pennsylvania 
Railroad is net excelled in sublimity and va- 
riety anywhere In* the United States, in the 
same distance, of course we had a splendid 
ride, especially as our particular company oc- 
cupied Iho back, platform of the rear car nearly, 
the whole dHlanee, giving us magnificent Views' 
of Uie grand panorama willed passed before us. 
As we approached Altoona tbe rain ceased, and 
the sun shone out brightly—another Illustra- 
tion of tbe power of Ihe press—oven the weather 
obey ing our wishes and remaining clear until 
we were ready to return home, when In re- 
gret that we bad to leave, the clouds shed their 
tears iu copious showers nntil we were well on 
our journey, when we had pleasant weather 
again all the way.

remainder seeking recreation in such ways as 
Ihey saw lit ; oue party, containing three Bucks 
countians, going by stage to Loretto, a centre of 
Catholic religion and learning, foundad in 1789, 
by Father Gallitzin, a prince of the house of 
that name in Russia, and returning to Cresson 
via Ebensburg. Those who accepted the oner, 
found themselves soon in a pleasant little town, 
the seat of justice of Cambria country.

editor of tho Cambria Democrat conducted us 
around and showed us the points of interest— 
the pleasantest place being "JBolmont," a board- 
ing house, where we rested from our walk, and 
kindly appropriated what flowers we desired 
fiom the spacious grounds, and then returned 
to tho station, taking in ou our way the Catholic 
chuieb, which is very unique iu its decorations, 
and the county jail, where there were quite a 
number of inmates, one being a woman. The 
prisoners gazed through their iron grates with 
much curiosity at so large a number of visitors, 
but asked no favors, evidently suspecting we 
weie newspaper people.aud therefore too poor to 
make donations. OHO fellow, however, more 
courageous than the rest, called for a piece of 
obacco, and tho gentlemen in the party, with 
jne accord, assumed a troubled erpression of 
Countenance, except those like the writer, who 
s not a slave ot the weed, and began fumbling 
among the crumbs In their pockets, and finally 
ucceeded in getting together one moderately 
Ie window to the applicant, aud the jail soon 
new us no more, for we were fearful of further 
ppllcationa. A peculiarity of Ebensburg is 
he predominaiice,pf the Welsh element In ils 
'opulallon, and idiosyucracies. The name of 
he county is au ancient Welsh name ; the 
own gets its name from Ebon, a son of ils 
ounder, who came from Wales; tbe Welsh 
angtiage is very common ; aud there are sev- 
ral small churches, where Ihe religious services 
re conducted iu this strange dialect. One of 
he peculiarities of these people is their inclhm- 
iou to divide into small religious bodies rather 
ban have one large organization. A short 
iistance iu the forest the ruins of Beulab, a 
illage founded before Ebensburg, but after- 
wards abandoned by ils inhabitants, stand: in 


dilapidated condition ; the overgrown gar- 


3tis and general appearance of decay, giving it 
very venerable appearance. We did uot visit 
liese ruins, as our Lime was somewhat limited.

His gestures, when making an address, are few, 
mt graceful and natural; he speaks clearly 
nd distinctly, not too rapidly; has a very 
ileasant voice, and although quite eloquent, is 
not earned away by his own eloquence, but 
tops as soon as he has finished bis theme. 
His address on this occasion was in his best 


rein, for he was in his own element — among his 
newspaper brethren, wlio listened attentively

For nearly the wholu distance 
the ascent is at tbe rate of 163 feet per mite, 
and the height, gained altogether, Is 1,250 feet, 
or more than 2,700 feet above the ocean. Al- 
uiest the entire distau&j is through an un- 
broken forest., Tbe route "is by the side of a 
narrow gorge, which is scarcely over'flve" hun- 
dred feet across, but tugging along upon the 
narrow track, carried around sharp curves, over 
deep declivities cut out of the side of the moun- 
tain, and across bijh tcejtle.^rks,-pre*entlag 
at every turn grand aud imposing scenery, 
the mind is kept upoin a cofistaut, stretch of 
admiration and expectation until Ihe top is 
reached. Iu descending, only oue locomolive 
was used, and that only as a reslraluiiig agency 
to keep us from going down loo fast, and some 
of ihe party camu down all the way iu a hand car, 
which was propjlled simply by forca of gravity. 
Telephonic communication is used belwcea

chapter of his work three times before he could 
please himself, aud John Foster, the essayist, 
would sometimes spend a week or more over a 
Jingle sentence. Addison was so particular that 
lie would stop the press to insert au epithet, or 
even a comma; and Montesquieu, alluding in 
a letter to one of bis works, says to a corres- 
pondent : " You will read it in a few hours, 
but the labor expanded on it lias whitened my 
hair." The great French critic, St. Beuve, ex- 
pended incredible pains on every woid, and two 
or three octavo pages often represented a whole 
week of incessant effort. Gray would spend 
mouths over a short copy of verses; and there 
is a poem of ten lines in Waller'* works 
which he informed us took a whole week lo 
formulate. JIIss Austen, Charlotte Bronte aud 
Hume have recorded the trouble they took. 
Tasso was unwearied in correcting, and so were 
Pope and Boilcau. Even Macaulay, with all 
his fluency, did not disdain tho application of 
the file; and there are certain passages in the 
chapter denoling patient revision. 


There is a good tale told of Malherbe, the 


French poet, which illustrates very amusingly 
the elaborate care he took with bis poems. A 
certain nobleman of his acquaintance had lost 
his wife, and was anxious that Malbei be should 
dedicate an ode to her memory and condole 
hltn in verse on the loss he had sustained. Just 
before he sent it in he was intensely chagrined 
h> find that his friend had solaced himself with 
a new bride, and was consequently in no hu- 
mor to be pestered with au eulogy on bis old 
one. The unfortunate poet, therefore, lost both 
bis pains and his fee. So morbidly anxious 
was Cardinal Bembo about verbal correctness 
Hi at every poem he composed is said to have 
passed successfully through forty portfolios, 
which represented the various itagtia toward 
completeness. Tbe noted Pascal affords ano- 
ther instance of similar literary conscientious- 
ness. What he especially aimed at was brevi- 
ty. He once apologized to a friend for writing 
him a long letter on the ground that he had no 
time to make it shorter—and the result Is lhat 
his "Provincial Letlers" scarcely yield to Taci- 
tus or to the "Letters of Juntas" la concise 
epigrammatic brilliancy.

,ed supreme over oppressed Asia, has scarcely 
left' behind it a trace that can show where the 
rampart* of Semiramto were raised; " I bare 
seen,"lay*« traveller, "the accomplishment 
of that prophecy.' 'Tyre, the queen of the na- 
tions, shall be made-like the-top of a rock, 
where llie-fishermen shall spread their'net*.' "
